Henry Lauphelmer 
H enry Laupheimer, one of Sedalla’s 
pioneer citizens, died at 12:05 o’clock 
Thursday morning at 
the 
family 
home, 922 W est Third street. Death 
was due to complications, and while 
Mr. Laupheimer’s condition had only 
been critical the past few days, he 
had been in failing health for the 
past three years 
Mr. Laupheimer was born in Laup- 
heim, Germany, 
October I. 1845, 
which place had been named for 
his ancestors 
After receiving his 
early education in that country, he 
came to America at the age of 18 
years, and landing in the United 
States he came direct to Sedalia, ami 
entered the employe of the Lauphe­ 
imer and Ott Hide and Fur Co. of 
which his brother Elias Laupheimer 
was one of the proprietors. In 1872 
Mr. Laupheimer took over the busi­ 
ness, which is now located a t 301 
W est Main street, and of which he 
was proprietor until the time of his 
passing. 
On April 19, 1876 Mr Laupheimer 
was united in marriage to Miss Rebe 
cca Miller, at the old Slcher Hotel, 
the wedding ceremony being a double 
one, at which time Miss Sadie Miller 
a sister of Mr. Laupheimer’s bride 
was married to Leopold Lovlnger, 
now deceased. 
Mr. Laupheimer was one of the 
most substantial, as well as one of 
the most highly respected residents 
of the city. 
He was always one 
of the active promoters of all city 
improvements, and 
had taken an 
active interest in all civic progress. 
He served two terms as a member of 
the city council, once being elected 
on the Democratic ticket, and once 
on the citizens ticket. 
H e was at 
one time chairman of the park board 
serving with the late Major William 
Beck, then a member of tho board. 
Mr. Laupheimer was a member of 
the Reformed Jewish congregation, 
and also belonged to Sedalia Ledge 
No. 236, A. F. & A. M., the I O. O. 
F. 
and the Independent Order of 
Bnai Brith. 
Surviving the deceased are his wid 
ow and two children, Lawrence Lew­ 
is Laupheimer of Sedalia and Mrs. 
H arry A. Lederer, of Dallas, Texas, 
who only recently returned to her 
Texas home after a visit with her 
parents, having been called here by 
her father’s illness, and returned 
home after his condition had shown 
considerable improvement. 
She re­ 
turned to Sedalia, arriving at noon 
today. 
Funeral services will be held at 
3 o’clock Friday afternoon at the 
Masonic Temple, R dibi H arry Mayer 
of Temple Israel, Kansas City, to of­ 
ficiate.
